administration has been informed that 
a conspicuous loader of tho late mili- 
tary assembly recently collected 80 
contemes from a wealthySpanish mer- 
chant in this city, representing that it 
was a contribution to a revolutionary 
fund. The merchant gave the money 
ou the assurance that it would secure 
him favorable status with the possible 
future government Then, in order 
to secure favor with the Americana, 
IB revealed to them what he knew. 
The extent, design and cause of the 
proposed rebellion are only known to 
Americans through this informant, 
and whether there is any further sug-

A tlmbale iron consists of a cjlin- 


drieal-shaped piece of iron about an 
nch and a quarter across and two 
nches high. This iron, is fixed to a 
Blender handle, which turns at right 
angles several inches above the iron, 
and is extended beyond it.

means the iron may be held in boiling 
hot fat as it must be to cook tho timbale 
hells.

risp cup. Lift it out on the iron and let 
he little cup of paste thus cooked fall off 
m a piece of coarse, brown paper to 
rain. When all the batter is cooked 
vcn the bottom of the shells or cups 
ff so they will stand on a platter, and 
11 each one with a mince of chicken, 
eal or fish in cream sauce. Decorate 
he dish with parsley and serve it very 
hot.—N.Y. Tribune.

Th« winter jost closed in the north- 


west has been one long to be remem- 
bered by the ranchmen. Stock raisers 
in Colorado, Wyoming and Idaho have 
manytsad stories to tell of the thousands 
of cattle and sheep that perished on ac- 
count of- the severe cold and by starva- 
tion due to heavy snows on the ranges. 
It became so cold that the lives of the 
herdsmen vere put in hazard in at- 
tempting to round up the stock from 
the plains, which would wander aim- 
lessly awa\ m their efforts to find 
shelter and food 


Jud Bristol, the most noted sheep 


raiser in the northwest, located at Fort 
Collins, Col, m speaking of the troubles 
experienced during the recent snow- 
storms, says that to the shepherd dog 
must lie jpven credit for the saving of, 
many hundred of his sheep and possi- 
bly the lives of some of his herdsmen, 
due to their great intelligence and 
faithfulness 
When questioned as to 


the intelligence of these animals, Mr 
Bristol said, "I could fill a book with 
the wonderful reasoning powers of 
these dogs, Instances that have come 
directly umler my notice, illuctrating 
bejond doubt that they are often more 
thoughtful than their masters 


"The most noted breed of ghephcid 


dogs known to western sheep men 
started with a pair of New Zealand dogs 
brought to Coloiado in 1873 I now 
have several of the breed on my ranges, 
and their work is remarkable 


'I remember one pup in particular I 


say pup, as he was but BJ\ months old 
when he was taken on the range for 
work He had done excellent work for 
a few dajs, and one afternoon the 
weather indicated an approaching bliz- 
zard, and my men begitn rounding up 
the sheep to get them In the corrals. 
There were 1 600 in the bunch, but when 
we counted them m we found about 200 
short, and at the same time it was no- 
ticed that the pup was also gone 


Well, all handfa immediately started 


out for a search We hunted most aU 
night and a part of next day, but wore 
unable to find them until late in the aft- 
ernoon 
They were found some fhe 


miles from the corral, located in a lit- 
tle draw and with the faithful dog 
standing guard 
Tbe poor dog wna 


nearly famished, as he had been for 30 
lours without food or water. He was 
ooked upon as a hero after that, but 
with the exposure and subsequent 
overfeeding he died not long afterward 


"Uhe mother of this pup was a flne 


animal One night the herder brought 
n his flocks, and, having had a hard 
day of it, he hurried them into their 
lens and w ent to the cabin to cook hfm 
self some supper He missed the dog 
when he arrived at the house and 
hought it strange, as she usually fol- 
owed him However, he did not take 
ho trouble to search for her Going to 
he corral next morning, there he found 
:he dog guarding an open gate which 
10 had left in hia haste the night before 
The dog had suffered the pangs of 
hunger and thirst rather than to allow 
he sheep a chance to escape 
"Another illustration of this dog's

a new herder to an outlying ranch, 
ome 15 miles away When night came 
he dog returned in a verj excited con- 
!ition, and by her actions we knew that

akcn up his old vocation, leading the 
heep cared for only by the faithful 
dog 


"A few months ago therp was a

CHILDREN BORN IN A TREE. 


A Family of Eleven Strapping; Often 


Bronchi Up In a Tree Trunk 


It is not an ancestral mansion, though 


it has been some 500 years in building. 
The beginning' of it was a sturdy sap- 
ling, standing in a tiny cove high on 
the side of an east Tennessee moun- 
tain. By and by the sapling became n 
big, hollow tree. Notwithstanding the 
hollow was so big a tall man oould lie 
stretched at length in it, there was an 
outer shell of sound wood and plenty 
of vigorous leafy boughs for shade. 
The hollow itself was rain and storm 
proof, so a couple took up their abode 
in it. 


They did not bother about furniture. 


There was no room lor it, even in a hol- 
low tree measuring seven feet ocro&s. 
The man put down a floor of punch- 
eons—that is, roug-h slabs split from 
smaller tree trunks. Tor a bed they 
had dry leaves, an<i for a covering skins 
of various animals round about. The 
woman knew how to dress them Indian 
fashion, so they served in large part 
for clothes as well as cover. 


An ax, a rifle, a bullet mold, a pow- 


der horn, a hunting knife, an iron pot, 
a water pail, a jug, two or three big 
gourds, a bread tray and a meal bag 
summed up the family's movable pos- 
sessions. Cooking1 was done gypsy 
fash'^n at a log fire some little way 
oft the entrance to the tree. Generally 
the pot sat beside the fire, simmering 
and stewing. The only bread was ash 
cake 
For drinking there TV as a choice 


of s! ssafras tea, unsweetened, and 
moons' ine whisky. 


The man, of course, was a moonshin- 


er. He was also n <lead shot—particu- 
larly in the case of a revenue oihcer. 
He was able thus to feed his family by 
working about half the time. His wife 
looked after the clothing, exchanging 
surplus peltry twice a year for coarse 
cloth, salt and snuff at the nearest 
crossroads store, IS miles away. 


Eleven children were born in the hol- 


low tree and grew up into strapping 
men and women. One of the boys stood 
six feet nine inches—when he could be 
persuaded to stand at all. Usually he 
carried himself in rather the shape of 
a crescent. Each of the 11 was cradled 
in the half of a smaller hollow tree, 
smoothed out inside with the ax and im- 
bedded with leaves. It did not need 
rockers, rocking itself at the slightest 
touch. As the big tree became crowd- 
ed, hollow logs were sought, one for 
tach child, chopped to convenient 
lengths and dragged close about the 
fire. Into their open ends the bigger 
children crept, feet foremost, turned 
their heads to the fire and slept snug 
through all sorts of weather. Of course 
the logs were only for storms and se- 
vere weather. When it was fine the 
whole family slept outdoors. It was 
presumably a happy family, and cer- 
tainly a healthy one, though it went 
barefoot the year round, and never so 
much as heard of hygiene. The whole 
brood grew up innocent of contact with 
doctors, ministers or schoolmasters. 
As the owner of n summer cottage 
down the valley said upon discovering 
them: "The truth is, they don't know 
enough even to be sick."—N. Y. Sun.

When,the Porto Rican 
coffee is once knou-n in the United 
States, and there are roads for its easy 
transportation to the seaports it will 
take precedence over all other brands, 
especially if we import a few Porto 
Ricans, preferably natives of Ponce, 
to teach us how to make it.—Boston 
Transcript.

years to find men. whose names arc 
household words to-day and who hav« 
achieved both fame and fortune, occu- 
pj ing obscure positions and giving nc 
indication of the brilliant future tha* 
was awaiting them. 


Fifteen years ago Dr. Conan Doyl« 


was industriously working up a medical 
practice, with all the attendant hard 
work and struggle, at Southsea. Hit 
pen was as yet untried, nnd he seemed 
destined to live and die a country doc> 
tor. It was four years later when h« 
was tempted to try his 'prentice hand a< 
writing, with what result the world und 
his bankers know. 


When Conan Doyle was dispensing 


phjsic at Southsea, Mr. S. B. Crockett 
could not even claim the doubtful posi- 
tion of "A Sticket Minister," for it was 
only in 1880 that he entered the Fret 
Church of Scotland, in which he served 
an apprenticeship of seven long yeare 
before he found that his vocation lay 
with the pen rather than the pulpit. 


At this time, too, only 15 years ago, 


"Ian Maclaren" had -won popularity ac 
minister of Scf ton Park church, Liver- 
pool, but for a dozen more years his pen 
was engaged in writing sermons before 
it turned to the pathos nnd beauty ol 
"Beside the Bonnie Brier Bush." 


Hull Came, « ho can now rely on mak- 


ing hit own weight in gold out of a sin- 
gle noiel, was quite unknown 3! 
j ears ago. After years of ill-paid jour- 
nalism in Liverpool he had come tc 
London to be Dante Rossetti's private 
secretary and to find scope and inspira- 
tion for the gifts that were in him. The 
change of environment worked t 
miracle, for in 1P85 his powerful "Shad 
ow of a Crime" Introduced a new 
"prophet" to the world of readers. 


Fifteen years ago Anthony Hope was 


a scholar of Balliol, and his only ambi 
tion was to follow in the footsteps of his 
uncle, Sir Henry Hawkins, as he then 
was. It was not until 1890 that he 
proved himbelf "a man of mark" in 
quite another field of labor. 


In 1884 Stanley Weyman, the gifted 


author of so many historical novels, was 
waiting for briefs in Dr. Johnson'e 
buildings, and did not even attempt tc 
solace his waiting hours by "tryiug his 
hand" at fiction, of which he is now such 
a master. 


RudyardKSpling.in the early eighties, 


was assistant editor of the Indian Pion- 
eer on many lefis rupees a month than 
he now earns J-ounds a week. He wae 
writing his "Departmental Ditties" in 
his few spare moments, and hoped some 
day, as the height of his ambition, to in- 
duce the world to read them in book 
form. 
Rider Haggard had already 


written one book, "Cetywayo and His 
White Neighbors," and priblished it a1 
a loss of £ 50, and was on the verge ol 
publishing "Dawn," at a net profit ol 
£10 for a year's hard work. 


Fifteen years ago Mme. Sarah Grand 


•was rambling the world over with her 
soldier-doctor husband, and only vague- 
ly mapping out a novel which the world 
now knows as "Ideala." Olive Schrein* 
er was dreaming dreams in the solitude 
of the veldt, and the "Story of an Afri- 
can Farm" was gradually asserting its 
presence in her brain. 


Mrs. Humphry Ward was too busy 


with domestic cares to recognize the 
genius that was waking in her, and had 
been content to write only a simple 
child's story; and Mrs. F. A. Steel was 
an Indian "memsahib," with never a 
thought of pen or fame. 


The same story may be told of scores 


of men now world-famous in other fields 
of effort. 


The present viceroy of India was 


reading for his B. A. degrae at Oxford 
in 1884, and was already looking for- 
ward to an apprenticeship to politics, 
which began In the following year as 
n.ssibtant private secretary to Lord Sal- 
isb»irj, and Lord Kitchener was a cav- 
alry major in Egypt, after a spell of 
obscure, if useful, survey work in Cy- 
press.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

'SANITARY CONDITIONS, 


Yellow Fever the Least to be Dreaded 


Now In Havana, Cuba. 


The followiing report of the board 


of health for the month of May of the 
city of Havana, Cuba, will show that 
the yellow fever does not figure at all 
in the death rate and that the reports 
that the improved sanitary condition 
of the city is tending to eradicate the 
fever germ are true. The contagions 
diseases reported from the 14th to the 
21st of the present month were as fol- 
lows: Yellow fevar 1, measles 471, 
diphtheria 2, variloid 6, tuberculosis 
47, typhoid fever 18, and infections 
fever 3. 


Tbe report of death from the 15th to 


the 21st of this month includes fonr 
from cancer, 16 from enteritis, 11 
from meningitis and 23 from tuber- 
cnlosis. 
No deaths were reported 


either from yellow fever, smallpox, 
consumption or dysentery.
